R uling by th e U nited S tates C ourt in 
F a v o r o f th e S utro C om pany. 
Carson, April 5th.—The Sutro Tunnel 
Company, through its attorney, Theodore 
Sutro. applied to-day to the United States 
Court of Nevada for leave to amend its an­ 
swer in the foreclosure suit brought by 
McCalmont Bros. A Co. against it, by pre­ 
senting additional defenses. The applica­ 
tion w as tiled by Theodore Sutro and Col­ 
onel M. N. Stone, on behalf of the com­ 
pany, and resulted in an order from the 
Court granting the Tunnel Company leave 
to amend and forty days’ time in which to 
take further testimony, and forty davs ad­ 
ditional for plaintiffs to take testimony in 
rebuttal. It was aiso ordered that the’Re­ 
ceiver pay to plaintiffs the money in his 
hands, without prejudice to the defense, re­ 
taining $25,000 for contingent expenses, 


thereby avoiding the loss of interest to the 
company. The rulings of the Court are an 
important gain to the company.

R ailro ad an d S team boat In te re s ts R ep- 
sc n ted B efore th e C om m ission. 
W ashington, April 5th.—Colonel Wor­ 
thington, General Counsel of the Rich­ 
mond and Danville system ; Major Shel- 
man,Traffic Manager of theCentral Railroad 
and Banking Company, of Georgia, and 
Vice-President Smith of the Louisville 
aud Nashville Railway Company, applied 
this morning, each in behalf of his own 
corporation, to file the necessary formal 
petitions for relief in each case. 
The 
purpose of the petitioners is to secure the 
suppression of the operations of the long 
and short haul featuresof the law until the 
Commissioners can give a hearing on each 
specific case. 
George R. Blanchard, Chairman of the 
Central Traffic Association, addressed the 
Commission briefly in behalf of the Mich- 
gan railroads, setting forth the circum­ 
stances which led to the establishment of 
lower through rates from Milwaukee across 
the lake and thence across the State of 
Michigan than could be given for local 
traffic. These roads asked permission to 
maintain local rates, irrespective of through 
rates, until such time as the Commission 
shall be able to take the particular circum 
stances and the situation into considera 
tion. 
PROTEST OF THE RIVER CARRIERS. 


W a sh in g to n, April 5th.—To-day a del­ 
egation of gentlemen representing the in­ 
terests of those engaged in river traffic, 
appeared before the Commission and pre­ 
sented arguments in behalf of the compa­ 
nies employed in the transportation of 
freights by river, holding that the Southern 
Association did not discriminate in favor 
of large cities, and demanding that the 
railroads be obliged to adhere to uniform 
rates. 


THE LONG AND SHORT HAUL CLAUSE.

New York, April 5th.—To-day at a meet­ 
ing at the office of Commissioner Finn, the 
General I’assenger Agents of the Trunk 
lines decided not to issue any through 
tickets over any connecting line which re­ 
fused to join in compact or fails to enforce 
the new rule. 
The interstate commerce law went into 
effect to-day, and so far no difficulty in 
regard to the new rates has arisen. At the 
office of the Trunk Line Association, in 
the city, it was stated that the new rule 
was working satisfactorily, but that some 
interests would be sure to conflict. 
The new rates have been posted in the 
depots according to law, and the traveling 
public can see at once the various classifi­ 
cations. The abolition of the free-pass 
system is favorably received by that por­ 
tion of the public that did not come under 
the privileges of the '‘dead-head” rule 
now defunct.

Law Cry 
E nough.” 
W ashington, April 5ih.—Without doubt 
a strong effort will be made in the next 
Congress to either repeal or at least modify 
the new interstate commerce law. T h e' 
very classes who were most clamorous for 
its passage are among the first to make 
complaint of the harshness of its provis­ 
ions. Already the Commission is over­ 
whelmed with communications asking for 
an interpretation of certain phrases in the 
law, the writers being desirous of knowing 
if the santo will not bear this or tbat con­ 
struction as will suit their own conveni­ 
ence. The folly of trying to make ironclad 
rules for the government of commerce is 
already apparent, and yet the law does not 
go into effect until to-morrow. The rail­ 
roads in ever)’ direction have been com­ 
pelled to make changes in their rates in 
anticipation of the carrying out of the 
statute which makes the burden to be 
borne by the people all the greater, and 
even for short distances prices of tickets for 
carrying passengers hnve advanced 25 per 
cent. 
In a few weeks there is to be a great na­ 
tional drill in Washington, and during 
May also some centennial observances are 
to take place in Baltimore, to which it waa 
expected that crowds from other cities 
would be attracted, but the railway people 
cannot hold out any encouragement that a 
reduction of rates can be made until the 
Commission gives its interpretation of the 
different provisions of the law, and it may 
be that no relief can be granted. 


USURY IN MOROCCO. 


A n A m erican C onsul P ro ceed s to B reak 
Up an In fam o u s C ustom . 
T angier, April 5!h.—An expedition, fur­ 
nished with the documents from the Sul­ 
tan’s Minister and Lewis, the American 
Consul, started on the work of arresting 
the usurers complained of in Ion Perdicar s 
ease, and the release of the prisoners de­ 
tained in the larach Alcazar for debt on 
alleged American claims. Lewis publicly 
gave his agent on the expedition the Amer­ 
ican flag (or protection, and a document 
demanding the immediate liberation of 
every prisoner confined 
for debts due 
either American citizens or proteges of the 
Consulates. This action undoubtedly as­ 
sisted in the complete destruction of the 
infamous system which has grown up iu 
Morocco, 
whereby 
usurers having by 
various means, corrupt 
and otherwise, 
secured the protection of different foreign 
Consuls, succeeded in reaping fortunes by 
driving hard bargains with the natives, 
and then, by virtue of QÍlicial standing or 
influence, collecting the last penny by the 
most rigorous methods. 


Boy to n ’s T rip D ow n th e H nilson. 
H udson (N. Y.), April 5th.—Captain 
Paul Boyton, the navigator, started on his 
voyage at noon to-day. He entered the 
water at this point, and his destination is 
Newark. At the starting point there was 
not much floating ice in the Hudson, but 
above there were acres of heavy ice coming 
down, and the freshet had caused quite á 
rapid current. Boyton was followed by a 
boat carrying press reporters. It is ex­ 
pected it will take at least four days to 
make the voyage. The temperature of the 
water was a trifle above the freezing point, 
and the air was chilly. The mountain 
streams were pouring in ice water, and 
this contributed to the discomforts of the 
trip.

Order, law, security, decency have tri­ 
umphed in Chicago over anarchism, com­ 
munism and the red flag of sinister law­ 
lessness.

A t one of the Democratic Labor-An­ 
archist meetings in Chicago during the 
campaign that closed yesterday triumph­ 
antly for order and human rights, a Dr. 
Randall exclaimed from the Anarchist 
rostrum : “ W hat does a man living in a 
nine-dollar home care about the American 
flag and the American Constitution ?” 
“ Care?” 
If that §9-man lived in Russia 
he would not enjoy the privilege of even 
a §9 home if he was as loud-mouthed and 
abusive of the Government as are the $9 
Anarchists of Chicago. The §9 home in 
America shelters—if he is so minded—as 
good an American citizen as the mill­ 
ion-dollar mansion. Over the thatch of 
the first is extended the same protecting 
arm of the law that defends the latter. 
The §9 cottage is as much a castle in 
America as the marble frontage of all 
Wabash avenue. The American flag floats 
as proudly from the ridge of the $9 cottage 
as from the fire wall of a brown-stone 
front. “ The Constitution?”—perhaps it 
is sorrowful that it is so—is a wall of de­ 
fense to the abuse of privilege in which 
such red-flag ranters as Dr. Randall in­ 
dulge. It guarantees them immunity from 
the gag that their cowardly tongues de­ 
serve for railing at the roof that shelters 
them, and spittingupon the hospitable hand 
that feeds them. 
We need a few more Dr. 
Randalls to preach treachery and Satur­ 
day night divides, that the lovers of free 
Government may by the open expressions 
of these agents of evil, be brought to a 
full realization of the danger of their 
secret conclaves, and of the exception to 
be made to Frederick Douglass’ famous 
saying, “ The virtue of the country can be 
trusted to take care of the vice of the 
country.” It is true only in a degree. The 
preachers of “ the vicious ” look forward 
to the day when it will take care of the 
virtue "of the nation.

Tiif. San Francisco Chronicle with an 
assumption of wisdom that fits it ill, ab­ 
surdly asks why railroads should advance 
through rates, and maintain local rates, 
when they could just as well reduce local 
charges and leave through tariffs as of 
old? That is to say, why not put Pin 
Ham, away out on the desert, or Squat 
House, up on the mountain side, upon a 
commercial level with cities touched by 
competitive water routes? The question 
answers itself. Neither railroads nor leg­ 
islation can invert commercial laws, or 
make the tide run out before its time. 
Through rates were low because water 
competition enforced them, and rail car­ 
riers took freight at the competitive figure 
rather than roll cars one way empty, and 
in order to build up the country, upon the 
prosperity of which the local and profita­ 
ble tariff is dependent. 
By this means 
both the local and through business were 
benefited. But when the law forbids car­ 
riage to a competitive point except upon 
the penalty that the 
competitive rate 
shall be the rate also for points not ter­ 
minal, the rail carriers were left no alter­ 
native but to choose the local paying rate 
and abandon the through run paying rate, 
or raise the latter to a level with the for­ 
mer.

VCPKRIOR COURT. 


Mr. Fiske well says: “ The first require­ 
ment, for the solution of the problem of 
municipal government, is the absolute and 
complete restoration to the people of the 
right to control their own local affairs.” 
This Ls so clearly true that we can conceive 
of no answer to he made to it. It follows 
that Amendment Number Three to be 
voted upon next Tuesday ought to be 
adopted. The dependence cities now feel 
upon the Legislature render their people 
laggard in the matter of promoting muni­ 
cipal interests. 
No citizen works with as* 
free hand or as brave a heart for his town, 
who feels that all his efforts may be ren­ 
dered valueless by the action of the Legis­ 
lature in amending the general laws con­ 
cerning municipal corporations. A single 
shrewd political “ boss” in one day in the 
legislative lobby, can undo all the work of 
town improvement societies, and negative 
all efforts by the public spirited to advance 
local interests and conserve local economy. 
More than this. So long as Legislatures 
create citv charters we will have a varietv 
of independent Boards and a divided 
policy concerning administration of mu­ 
nicipal allairs. The charter adapted by 
general law to Oakland may be the worst 
jH^sible charter for Sacramento. Los An­ 
geles might he content to come in under 
the legislative Act providing for govern­ 
ment of cities, while to do so on the parts 
of San Jose might be destructive of her 
best interests. The cities of California 
are so widely separated, so different in 
climate, and so diverse are the views of 
their people concerning the right policy of 
local government and their needs, that it 
is simply impossible to adapt any general 
law to the wants of all. All that remains, 
therefore, is to do as is proposed hv Amend­ 
ment No. 3—confer upon the people of 
every city the right to construct their 
own organic law. subject to approval by 
the Legislature but not to amendment by 
it. In other words, it is a proposition to 
take cities out of legislative politics, 
to remove them from the lobby, and to 
make good government in raunicipalties 
wholly dependent upon local legislation. 
We believe every man who gives the stils- 
ject fair consideration will feel impelled 
by reason to vote for the proposition. 
It 
is precisely the step that of all others will 
do most to advance our young cities in | 
California, to give the residents therein 
stable interest in their prosperity, and to 
make the people diligent in attention to 
municipal affairs. The cities of this State 
all cling to theii old charters, though they 
have outgrown them, and new conditions 
demand new foundations and maehioerv. 
They thus adhere because to accept the 
government provided under the Act of !h« 
Legislature is a leap in the dark. They 
prefer the evils of which they have knowl­ 
edge, rather than venture upon theoreti­ 
cal schemes of the Legislature that may 
be full of dangers. 
But give ta the cities 
the right to make charters for themselves.

Washington, April 4th.—E. B. Russell, attor­ 
ney for the Mobile und Ohio Railroad Company, 
has presented to the Interstate Commission a 
memorial praying that it be permitted to main­ 
tain its local rates at non-competing points, and 
meet competition at junction points by reduced 
rates. 
It sets forth that the line extends from 
Mobile to East St. Louis; that it is crossed br 
twenty-six more lines from the Mississippi river, 
thus bringing it into competition atinany points 
with water lines. 
And this is the beginning of the end. 
The decision will be looked for with 
nervous interest, for the petition involves 
the whole question of long and short 
hauls, and the attempt to give to places 
not enjoying natural advantages the priv­ 
ileges of those that are admittedly favored 
by sitting at the gate of an ocean port. 


T h e r e never waw a stronger union of 
effort by hostile elans than that now made 
in New York by the liquor men and the 
prohibitionists.

such Chief Justice shall be made in the minutes 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. When­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the nnexpired term. 1 he Su 
preme Court may sit in departments or in bank, 
and shall always be open for the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively, Department One and 
DepaitmentTwo. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each department, and 
such assignment may be changed by him from 
time to time. The Justices shall be competent to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them ­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justice. Each 
of tlie departments shall have the power to hear 
and determine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to the Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the depart­ 
ments, except such as may be done at cham ­ 
bers. and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
be necessary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shall apportiou the business to 
the departments, aud may. in his discretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard and decided by the Court in bank. The 
order may be made before or after judgment

In case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the place 
at which the Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select o-'e of 
their own num ber to perform the duties and ex­ 
ercise the powers o! the Chief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act.

PALESTINE. 
Described by a Native of Jerusalem , a 
Christianized Jew . 
The lectures by Wad-El-Ward, the 
Christianized Jew, in the Ninth-street Bap­ 
tist Church, attract large audiences. Last 
evening his discourse was a continuation of 
a journey through the Holy Land, which 
commenced at Joppa and left off at the 
Dead Sea on the preceding evening. The 
lecture commenced with a description of 
the River Jordan, and gave a detailed de­ 
scription of the excursions from all over 
the world that come to this stream to be 
baptized at Epitliany time, twenty four 
days after Christmas. Those who are 
zealous in their religion, who have lived 
exemplary lives, believe they will see the 
reflection of the Holy Ghost in the water in 
the shape of a dove. Crossing the Jordan 
we ascend to Mount Nebo, from the sum­ 
mit of which Moses was permitted to view 
the promised land. Here we find an old 
fortress so ancient that all trace of its ori­ 
gin is lost. The stones of which it is con­ 
strained are of Egyptian, Grecian, Roman, 
but mostly of Phcunician architecture. The 
view from Mount Nebo is one of the grand­ 
est in the world. The lecturer had stood 
upon the summit of Pike’s Peak, had 
viewed the beauties of nature from the top 
of Mount Washington, had looked down 
from the heights of the grandest mountains 
of Europe, had 
STOOD AMONG THE CLOUDS 
On the Himalaya, but no scene, however 
extended, diversified or beautiful, could 
approach in picturesque grandeur that 
spread out before the beholder who drinks 
iu the beauties of nature from Mount 
Nebo. The mountains in the distance, the 
fertile valleys, the productive plains, the 
beautiful vales between rolling hills, the 
craggy peaks, the yawning chasms, the 
cities of Jerusalem, Bethany, Nazareth 
present a panoramic view nowhere equaled 
on earth. At the base of the mountain, 
between the beholder and the " Promised 
Land,” lies the Dead Sea. This was sig­ 
nificant to Moses; it meant “ Death be­ 
tween thee and Paradise.” 
The speaker next takes us into the land 
of Moab, into the cities and hamlets of the 
Moabites; prowls among the wonderful 
ruins of those historic people—immense 
cities of houses without inhabitants. Here, 
no doubt, was the site of 
THE CITIES OF THE FIAIN, 
And a pillar of salt sixty feet in bight, 
which in the distance looks like a female 
figure, is pointed out to the pilgrim as 
Lot’s wife, and some verily believe “ tis 
she.” The lecturer seemed to be a little 
skeptical on this point, for he did not 
think the Moabites ever had women of 
that size. To the west of the Dead Sea are 
the gardens of lower Palestine. Here cu­ 
cumbers mature in February, and the best 
varieties of apricots and peaches are 
produced, as are also the best cereals. 
He said the farmers of that country 
knew nothing of our plows, har­ 
rows and cultivators. 
The ancient 
crooked stick, drawn by a cow and a 
horse, or a woman and donkey, yoked 
together, were used in breaking up the 
soil, which, in reality, was a mere scratch­ 
ing of the surface. Near the Dead Sea, on 
the west of the last portion described, was 
the most sterile country to be found on the 
face of the globe; but he believed it 
abounded in a wealth of the precious 
metals, and the day will come when the 
gold and silver mines of Palestine will at­ 
tract the attention of the world. A short 
cut to India from the Mediterranean is 
what the commerce of the world demands. 
The Dead Sea is 1,200 feet below the sur­ 
face of the Mediterranean, and a canal 
connecting the latter with I.ake Tiberius 
will make of this immense basin 
A VAST INLAND SEA 
From Mt. Carmel to the Red Sea, a shorter 
and better route than that by the Suez 
Canal. He next described Bethel, where 
Jacob had his vision. The figs of Bethany 
are vastly superior to those of Smyrna, the 
fruit of commerce. He said the Smyrna 
figs were not large as their peculiarly flat­ 
tened condition would indicate. The Arab 
that prepares this fruit for market puts it 
under his naked heel, then twirls around 
and gives it that beautiful shape so 
much admired by epicures. 
His de­ 
scription of the hill and valley of 
Shiloh was very interesting. 
To the 
ancients Shiloh was 11 the hill of God.” 
The traveler is here shown the grave of 
Deborah. The well of Jacob remains to 
this day, and is eighty feet deep. He gave 
interesting descriptions of the inhabitants 
oi the different sections, their maintenance 
of the ancient customs of the Hebrew 
fathers, of their peculiar funeral services, 
and of their ancient historical writings, 
some of the books antedating the Chris­ 
tian era by 200 years. The information re­ 
ceived from the Arabs now inhabiting this 
conntry regarding its ancient history is not 
reliable. For instance, they show you 
TWO SKULLS OF ST. JOHN, 
One when a lad. the other when he arrived 
at manhood. They show you three graves 
of St. John in as many different portions 
of the Holy Land. He gave a most inter­ 
esting description of modern Nazareth, and 
the cost of living iu that country. In 
Nazareth a Protestant church was started 
by some Scotch missionaries twelve years 
ago, and to-day they have a congregation 
of 400, and a church that would be a credit 
to any city in the United States. The lec­ 
turer was very severe in his criticisms on 
modern Masonry, the Knights Templar, 
the Roman Catholic Church and the Cru­ 
saders. 
To-night the lecture will be ‘* From the 
Sea of Galilee to Damascus.”

The Mineral Cabinet Trustees met yes­ 
terday and organized, electing Mayor Greg­ 
ory President and Dr. George Pyburn Sec­ 
retary. The Board resolved to schedule 
the articles in the cabinet in detail, and 
preserve the numerical and title marks of 
each specimen and receipt for the same in 
detail to the State on taking charge. It sur­ 
veyed the cabinet and then visited the E. 
B.’Crocker Art Galley and agreed upon a 
location for the cabinet. It is to occupy a 
line of floor on the west, east and north 
sides of the lecture-room, the latter being 
enlarged by removing the false partition of 
drapery on the east. The doorway from 
the lecture-room into the vestibule is 
to be enlarged, and the Museum Associa­ 
tion will be requested to remove its cab­ 
inets into the lower vestibule, thus giv­ 
ing, when all are in place, 115 lineal 
feet of cabinets. As both those of the State 
and the Museum Association are double 
and exhibit specimens on both sides, there 
will be 254 running feet of cabinet expo­ 
sure. The cabinets will be mounted on a 
ouser of six inches, with some ten inches 
tread, accommodating the view to persons 
short or tall. The Secretary was directed 
to prepare specifications for bids for remov­ 
ing the cabinets, as advertised by the City 
Trustees—the bids to be opened Monday 
next.

Som ething New as to Cars. 
There are being constructed at the rail­ 
road works in this city two cars devoted to 
the interests of large excursion parties 
traveling a considerable distance.

One of them will be used as 
an officers’ car of the Southern Pacific 
Company, while the other will be at the 
service of parties who may desire a special 
car for the transportation of themselves 
and friends in a luxurious manner. Both 
cars are fitted up elegantly, with all the 
latest improvements and appointments.

Fish Commissioner Routier has learned 
that a yawl for patrol work on the lower 
river and bays will cost $75 per month—a 
very much larger sum than was expected— 
and such a craft would of course be in­ 
ferior to the Commissioners’ steam launch 
as to speed in getting around, so that all 
things considered he deems it better, for 
the present at least, that the Governor 
Stoneman should be put in commission as 
soon as the necessary new grates for her 
furnace are in place, and has instructed 
Chief Patrol Willage to that effect, subject 
to action of the Board of Fish Commis­ 
sioners at their next meeting. The license 
books were sent to Rio Vista yesterday, 
and the issuance of fishing licenses will be 
commenced at once. Mr. Routier has re­ 
ceived a letter from ex-Senator Fraser, of 
Placerville, calling attention to a dam of 
the Natoma Company in the American 
river, near Salmon Falls. There are plenty 
of fish below the dan,, but few above, as 
the company have neglected to provide a 
fish-ladder. Mr. Routier will go to the lo­ 
cality before the end of the week, and take 
action for the enforcement of the law. 


M ortality for March.—Dr. F. L. At­ 
kinson, ex-Health Officer, ¡reports that 
there were 28 deaths in this city during the 
month of March. Pneumonia caused C; 
phthisis pulmonalis, 4 ; bronchilis. 2 ; val­ 
vular disease of the heart, 2 ; uterine can­ 
cer, cerebral congestion, diphtheria, con­ 
vulsions, suicide, marasmus, asphyxia, 
asthma, drowning, alcoholism, diabetes, 
intermittent fever, nephritis and unknown 
causes, 1 each. Seventeen of the decedents 
were males and 11 females. Five were 
under 1 vear of age: 2 between 1 and 5 
years ; 3 between 5 and lOyears ; 4 between 
20 and 30 ; 5 between 40 and 50 ; 3 between 
50 and 60, and 5 over 60. Two were na­ 
tives of Germany, 1 of Switzerland, and 25 
of the United Slates.

Below we present a sum m ary of crop 
reports 
received 
last night from most 
of the grain-producing 
sections o f the 
State. These reports show that w heat and 
barley have not as yet suffered from drought, 
but that rain will be required w ithin the 
next two weeks to insure an average yield. 
The fruit crop was never more prom ising : 
Sacramento.—-In this county the present pros­ 
pect is excellent. The acreage of both wheat 
und barley is fully up to the usual sowing, and 
the standing graiu has good color and growth. 
There is as yet no need of rain, and if a supply 
comes in two or three weeks, which will un­ 
doubtedly lie the case, the yield of wheat and 
barley in this county will be very large. 
San Luis Obispo.—Reports from over the 
county are favorable regarding the crops of 
wheat and barley. 
Especially the early sown 
look well. 
With rain by the middle of the 
month the harvest wLl be cood. 
Otherwise 
crops will be light. 
Merced.—Wheat and barley crops lierc are 
suffering seriously for want of moisture. Sum- 
mcr-failow wheat lcoks green and thrifty, 
though all admit that rain is needed badly now. 
Exceedingly small returns will result without 
two or three inches of rain in April. 
Chico.—Crops in the section about never 
looked better. A long dry spell has not a fleeted 
the growth as yet. 
The wind has been south 
for two days, and there is moisture and cool­ 
ness with it. Both barley and wheat crop prom­ 
ise to be large. 
San Diego.—'The usual acreage has not this 
year been sown in barley or wheat, owing to the 
lateness of the first rains. In the interior,where 
the rainfall is greatest, the prospects for crops 
are fairly good. In the drier belt next the coast 
grain crops will be comparatively a failure, 
unless spring rains soon come to the rescue. 
Salinas.—The outlook for abundant crops in 
Monterey county w'as never better. Although we 
have had no rain for some time, the fact would 
never be realized from the appearance of the 
green fields by which 
we are surrounded. 
Farmers are confident of a large yield. 
Bakersfield.—The wheat and barley crops in 
this portion of Kern are looking well. Except 
to a very limited extent they are growing on 
irrigated lands, and, of course, the yield will 
reach the maximum quantity to the acre. 
Antioch.—Here, as elsewhere in Contracosta, 
rain is required, yet grain on fallowed land is 
not suffering. It has a vigorous appearance, 
and with a few showers will yield well. Orch­ 
ards and vineyards are promising. 
Santa Cruz — Cereals of all kinds in this 
county are looking finely. The acreage is about 
the average, and the stand is good at this date. 
The hav crop never promised better. Some 
fields are now ready for the scythe. Fruit trees 
are blooming in great confusion, and vines are 
making extraordinary growth. Rain would be 
acceptable, but is not necessary. All crops will 
m ature a full yield without rain. 
Gilroy.—The stand of wheat and barley in 
this portion of Santa Clara is very fine, needing 
onlv a little rain this month to insure very full 
crops. Hay and feed upon the hills is suffering 
a little, but not yet to any great extent. A light 
fall of rain before the end of this month will 
make everything all right. Fruit never before 
looked so promising. 
San Miguel.—Wheat and barley looked well. 
Summer-fallowed grain has a good color and 
strong growth. We need rain in the next ten 
days. With late rains there will be fair average 
crops. 
Wheatland.—There is about here the best 
kind ol crop prospect up to this time. There is 
a large acreage of wheat and barley ; both look 
well, though not as forward as usual at this 
time of toe year. Should raiu come within two 
weeks there” will be a full harvest. 
San Benito.—Crops here look well at present, 
and with our usual late rains most of the grain 
will mature, but lall short of an average crop. 
The fruit crop prospects are unusually good. 
Marysville.—At present the prospects in 
Yuba for a good cron the coming harvest are 
very flattering, yet the continued dry spell has 
caused some uneasiness, as a raiu is needed this 
month to insure a large crop. 
Santa Clara.—The crops in this county arc 
looking well, although rain is needed. 
Near 
the bay and along the foothids there will be an 
average yield of wheat and barley, even if no 
more rain comes. In the middle part and upon 
the uplands the crop will be light if rain aoes 
not come within the next week 
The hay crop 
will be good in any event. As far as fruit is 
concerned, the crop promises to be the largest 
and best ever known in the county. 
San Buenaventura.—The present condition 
of barley is good, but the prospect is unfavor­ 
able without late rains. The farmers are a little 
uneasy. 
An inch of rain is necessary for big 
and first-class crops. The wheat crop is smaller 
than in previous years. 
Orland (Colusa county).—Wheat and barley 
crops iu this vicinity are fine, having a good 
stand, color and growth, and. with rain within 
ten days, will probably yield magnificently. 
Without rain soon, the outlook will be poor. 
TulaHe.—Rain is badly needed all over this 
county. Volunteer grain is gone iu. The early- 
sown on laud never irrigated is suffering some. 
In irrigated sections it looks fine yet. Crops 
near the foothills, where heavier rains fell, still 
look fine. A good rain in two weeks will give 
the comity fair crops, but, if no more rains 
come, little grain will mature. The fruit pros­ 
pects are g iod. Everybody is anxious to irri­ 
gate, but water is not abundant. 
Mendocino.—Prospects here are go?d for a 
heavy wheat and barley crop. We never tail, 
although at present a light rain would prove 
very beneficial. At present all crops are in 
splendid condition. 
Napa.—The general condition of the crops is 
equal to that ol average years, but the late drv 
weather has caused barley, in places, to head. 
There has been no frost yet. Rain is needed. 
The vines are beginning to grow. The usual 
spring rains will insure good crops. 
F resno.—An inch ot rainfall at this time 
would insure a good crop both of wheat and 
barley. Should no ram come this mouth the 
crop will be very light. 
Stockton.—With a good rain within two 
weeks San Joaquin county will raise three- 
quarters of the usual crop of wheat and barley. 
In the northern and eastern portions of tlie 
county the grain looks well, but needs rain. 
Young gown grain is now commencing to burn. 
Los Angeles.—The acreage of wheat and bar­ 
ley iu this county is larger this year than in any 
year in the past. The grain islooking splendidly, 
and the farmers in Sin Fernando valley say 
that without any more rain good crops will be 
harvested. An inch more of rain would help 
grain considerably, but, as it is. farmers aresa:- 
lsfied with the prospects. 
Petaluma.—Rain is much needed in grazing 
districts, but grain crops are not suffering. 
Santa Rosa.—Crop prospects are splendid in 
some parts of Sonoma, but rain is needed. With 
the usual April ruins there will Ik? good cereal 
crops and hops 
Indications point to an extraor­ 
dinary yield of fm it and gropes. 
San Bernardino.—Late sown wheat and bar­ 
ley is looking fine. If they have a light shower 
of rain in the next two weeks they will be all 
right, but at best there will not be more than a 
half crop. Fruit crops arc all looking fine. 
Visalia.—In the country about Mussel Slough 
and the eastern part of the county, and else­ 
where in irrigated districts, the grain crop will 
be good. In the balance of the eounty rain is 
necessary at once to save the crops. 
Hanford.—Grain 
crops, both 
barley and 
wheat, will be very light. In many placesgrain 
is already beyond recovery. 
Red Bluff.—Crop prospects at present are 
very good. Lands south and east of here have 
excellent crops, but those west are much iu nfced 
of ram. 
Colusa.—Wheat on the island and lowlands 
will give a magnificent yield. On higher and 
good land wheat islooking finely, but will need 
more raiu to insure a good crop’on the p<X)rer 
land. 
Winter sown, volunteer and summer 
fallow are very j*oor. Barley will need more 
rain.
